WASHINGTON - In 
August, I960, a poll of persons 
eligible to vote in the upcom¬ 
ing Kennedy-Nixon election 
revealed that only 56 per cent 
planned to vote. 

After the first televised 
debate between the two 
candidates, the same 
pollsters found 62 per cent 
saying they planned to vote 
(which was just about the 
actual turnout that 
November). 

It is this slim historical fact 
that provides the only hope 
this year to groups concerned 
about the low level of regis¬ 
tration and voting in the 
United States. 

They are counting on the 
Ford-Carter debates to spur 
public interest in the election. 

Only the first debate on 
Sept. 23 could have had any 
effect on registration, as the 
deadline for signing up comes 
along before the second 
debate. 

Many government officials 
long have anguished over the 
embarrassingly low degree of 
ultimate political expression 
in the most free and open 
democracy in the world. 

The 1960 turnout of 62.8 per 
cent of the voting-age popula¬ 
tion was the highest for a 
presidential election since 
1920, when universal suffrage 
went into effect. 

After the 1960 peak, it 
declined to 61.8 per cent in 
1964,60.9 per cent in 1968 and 


55.4 per cent in 1972. 
Projections for this year, 
based on a survey conducted 
in the second half of July, are 
that around 50 per cent will 
vote. 

The voting age was lowered 
to 18, but that hasn’t much 
more than proved how dis¬ 
enchanted the majority of 
youth is. And proposals for 
registration by postcard are 
beginning to seem less 
promising as a method to in¬ 
crease voting. 

The problem, according to 
the in-depth poll this summer 
commissioned by the Com¬ 
mittee for the Study of the 
American Electorate, is one 
of negative attitudes among 
half of the 146 million citizens 
eligible to vote. 

While four free nations 
have compulsory voting, no 
one is seriously considering 
that route for the United 
States. Nor is there any way 
to legislate a better attitude. 

Most people who never 
have voted are either too 
ignorant to be expected to 
vote, are consciously ex¬ 
pressing antagonism toward 
the political system, or have 
truly been thwarted in efforts 
to register. 

This summer’s poll found 
that the majority of those who 
have no intention of voting on 
Nov. 2 are educated and have 
voted before. They are drop¬ 
outs; they have lost interest. 

While certainly the political

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Variety of scandals 
still rocks nation

The nation is being rocked 
again by another major 
scandal. 

This time it is the flagrant 
abuse of Medicaid and the 
fraud of billions of dollars. 

Senate investigation hear¬ 
ings revealed that as much as 
a quarter to a half of the $15 
billion being spent annually 
on this health program is be¬ 
ing wasted through fraud and 
the poor quality of care given 
both eligible and ineligible 
persons. 

A subcommittee of the 
Senate has just concluded a 
four-month study of Medicaid 
in Detroit, Chicago, New 
York City, Oakland, Los 
Angeles, and Newark, 
Passaic and Patterson, N.J. 

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
recently released a list of 109 
doctors in New York state 
who received $100,000 or 
more from Medicaid. Three 
of them drew over half a mil¬ 
lion dollars each, with Wil¬ 
liam Triebel of New York 
City receiving the largest 
amount, $785,114. There were 
16 doctors in New York City 
alone receiving $208,338 each 
or more. Similar lists can be 
released for many other parts 
of the country. 

The New York state De¬ 


partment of Social Services 
states that it can identify at 
least 10 per cent — $300 
million — in frauds, abuses 
and ineligibility of the $3 
billion statewide federal- 
state-city program for the 
sick poor. 

Senate investigators found 
many doctors’ offices and 
clinics poorly equipped and 
even unlicensed. They 
described “Medicaid mills” 
in slum areas of major cities 
absorbing more than $2 
billion a year and wasting an 
estimated two-thirds of the 
money on medical service 
either substandard or given 
to ineligible patients. Some of 
the investigators with no ill¬ 
nesses were given exhaustive 
tests and then put on heavy 
medication programs to cor¬ 
rect or eliminate alleged 
situations which never 
existed. 

In a U.S. Senate report 
Triebel, who is listed as the 
highest billing Medicaid 
physician in the nation, says 
he has closed his three 
methadone - maintenance 
clinics in Manhattan because 
of “harassment and impos¬ 
sibly complex regulations.” 
Triebel is remaining in 
practice as a psychiatrist. 

So, many doctors have 
joined a large number of 
lawyers in perpetrating fraud 
and abuse on the American 


are some changes in election | 
procedures that could at least 
be tried. 

First of all, serious con¬ 
sideration should be given to 
abolishing registration. The 
goal is voting on election day, 
not filling out forms months 
in advance. 

Standard personal 
identification, such as a 
driver’s license with a photo 
and signature or any other 
similar identification issued 
for life by a local election 
board, should be enough 
certification that the person

Now special investigators 
are digging into charges that 
a four-year-old forgery and 
theft ring has operated at the 
Air Force Academy in 
Colorado Springs. 

Several days ago nearly 
one-third of the employes of 
the New York City Housing 
Authority’s elevator repair 
division were accused of 
cheating the city of more 
than $1 million a year in 
fraudulent overtime claims.

annual wage of $18,200 (and 
s helpers $13,900), turned in so 
f much overtime last year that 
1 one mechanic’s income 
i totaled $46,100.

Some people 
simply can’t make it to the 
polls on a specific day, while 
others might be stirred if the 
first day’s voting activity 
(but not the results) were 
publicized.

President Ford Gains In South; 
Denies Insensitivity To Jobless

NEW ORLEANS-Gaining steadily in the public opin¬ 
ion polls, President Ford says he’s just as concerned 
about American workers, and the unemployed, as Demo¬ 
crats. 

Told by this writer Democratic critics repeatedly 
charge him with being “insensitive” to the plight of 
the jobless, and working man, Ford replied: 

“Pm not insensitive to the unemployed or American 
workers. Pve worked hard all my life. That’s how I got 
through college—working my way through. 

“My parents worked hard. Pm not less concerned, 
not less sensitive. I just believe in the sound, perma¬ 
nent solution—creating more jobs in the private economy 
by expanding it. 

“That approach is the free-enterprise approach and , 
won’t force other taxpayers to finance a lot of tempo¬ 
rary government jobs. Instead, by expanding the econ¬ 
omy, newjobholders will add to tax collections. 

“We’ve added four million jobs in the last seventeen 
months. This is the place to add them—in the private 
sector, which doesn’t create a bigger deficit and fur¬ 
ther burden the taxpayer.” 

Reminded critics point to large G.O.P. deficits as 
well as unemployment in recent years, Ford said: 

“I inherited a recession and many other problems. 
We have the economy recovering. That means more 
jobs. We’re now at an all-time high and we’re going to 
have many more jobs. Pve pledged to balance the 
budget and will do it by 1978. That’s the free-enter¬ 
prise way and that’s the best way for the country and 
for the working American, who wants a permanent job, 
not charity.” 

So you’re not insensitive? 

“Of course not. And I believe most of my fellow 
Americans know Pm not. I’ll try to make that clear in 
one of the next debates.” 

How will the Republican Party fare in November’s 
congressional elections? 

“We have a good chance of gaining about thirty seats 
in the House.” 

Did you ever write off the South in your campaign 
strategy? 

“There were repeated, unfounded rumors that we 


month ago. We have indications now it’s coming much 
better. In Arkansas we’re coming from behind, as in 
Tennessee.” 

The president was asked if he planned to give Play¬ 
boy magazine an interview, and laughed. 

“We were asked a year ago and turned them down in 
writing. Nor do we plan one with Norman Mailer—the 
New York Times didn’t print certain words of my op¬ 
ponent in that one. And there’s also an interview in the 
Ladies’Home Journal that’s quite interesting.” 

The President was asked about recent gains he’s 
scored in public opinion polls. 

“We’re very encouraged with developments in the 
last few weeks, which certainly stimulated our organi¬ 
zation. I’d like to come on steadily and win in the last 
quarter of the ball game and I think we will.”

Council President Richard 
Theroux agreed this week to 
head the Agawam delegation 
to the Local Officials Human 
Service Council conference to 
be held in Springfield on 
November 20.

Dear John: Seen in your 
column, a Mrs. E. M. H.

I 
sent all kinds of greeting 
cards along with writing 
paper and pencils, so they 
could write home. 

Once a letter came from 
headquarters asking who I 
was. Well, the humor rose 
and I wrote: “I am the witch 
of Moe Mt. and I’d like to plan 
a trip over there for a visit. 
My riding on a broom might 
make some of the trigger- 
happy kids take potshots at 
my strange aircraft — and I 
don’t wear bulletproof 
britches.” 

I got a letter back saying all 
the men were told not to shoot 
down anyone riding on a 
broom. Seems my letter 
sailed around the 4th Infantry 
apd helicopter crew. The 


helicopter crew gave me 
directions how to fly in on my 
broom to their helo pad and 
they’d all be there to greet 
me. 

To this day, after they all 
came home, I never met any 
of the 4th infantry except one. 
I also get a Christmas card 
every year from one of the 
officers. 

I lived in New Jersey at the 
time and I moved here to 
Florida almost five years 
ago. I do wish I could hear 
from my Red Warriors of the 
4th Infantry. Some may even 
be living right here in 
Florida, that received my 
writing kits. 

I am 74 and live one day at 
a time. When my family get 
together it’s like a three-ring 
circus. We were brought up 
on humor, something that 
we’ll always have. 

My husband and I have two 
married daughters, seven 
grandchildren and four great¬ 
grandchildren. While in New 
Jersey I wrote a weekly 
column for the hometown 
paper for two years. I called 
it “Rocking Chair Humor, by 
Grandma.” I’m still 
grandma up there in that 
town. 

One thing I’d like to tell 
these lonesome seniors. When 
you move away from family, 
get a recorder, the small size. 
Have the kids get one, too. 


Send them a tape, which they 
erase and record and mail 
back. 

'There’s nothing to beat 
these talking letters. When 
you get homesick turn one on 
— it’s like being back home. 

My kids put their recorder 
on when they are all together 
around the table talking, 
laugliing, kids crying, etc. 
Hearing food passed, you can 
almost smell it. I wish all 
seniors would try the talking 
letters. Phone calls cost too 
much for three minutes while 
on tape you can talk one hour 
or more. 

I’m writing this on my lap. 
Hope you can read it. — Flo 
Burris 

Dear Flo: You’re coming in 
strong. Talking letters like 
you describe are great. So are 
snapshots of the family, when 
one can encourage them to 
send pictures along regular¬ 
ly- 

So many people have 
moved away from their 
families after retiring with¬ 
out realizing how much they 
would miss them. Some can 
do it and some can’t. This is 
one of the most important 
things to weigh when retire¬ 
ment comes.

Succession struggle 


seen by China expert

The announcement of the 
death of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung found Prof. Parris H. 
Chang just concluding an 
extensive visit to Asia. 

His presence there gave the 
Pennsylvania State Univer¬ 
sity political sqience 
professor some added China 
succession insights which he 
shared with me over break¬ 
fast in Washington recently. 

Chang is among the top 
half-dozen or so experts on 
China in the American 
academic community. He is 
all alone at the top as the 
most prolific writer. 

To Chang, it is not a matter 
of “publish or perish” but 
rather a belief that “writing 
down your thoughts in 
cohesive fashion is the only 
way to make them valid. The 
exercise of writing helps 
sharpen one’s thinking.” 

He has in print currently an 
article on China’s power 
structure called “Problems 
of Communism,” published 
by the U.S. Information 
Agency; he is polishing a 
piece commissioned by 


Foreign Policy magazine; 
and he has at least two other 
deadlines for “China After 
Mao” analyses coming up 
within the next month. 


Chang’s 1975 book, “Power 
and Policy in China” (Penn¬ 
sylvania State University 
Press, 1975, 276 pages, 
$13.50), is one of the more 
noteworthy from the flood of 
titles on China that has 
cascaded out of publishing 
houses in the last few years. 


The reason for the 
distinctiveness of this work is 
that it proposes, and sub¬ 
stantiates with documents, 
the premise that Mao did not 
have things all his own way. 
Far from it, Chang stresses 
that there were many con¬ 
straints on Mao and that the 
use of the chairman’s name 
to advance this or that faction 
was more widespread than 
most observers in the West 
realized. 


Chang makes a strong case 
for the assumption that Mao’s 
authority and influence were 
on the wane quite awhile be¬ 
fore his death. Chang con¬ 
cludes that the current state 
of China’s political scene is 


such as to “make a suc¬ 
cession struggle almost a 
certainty” now that Mao has 
departed. 

Chang acknowledges that 
Mao had a hand in the steps to 
structure his own succession 
by removing Teng Hsiao-ping 
and elevating Hua Kuo-feng 
to the status of heir apparent. 

“However,” said Chang, 
“Hua faces many formidable 
hurdles and he would not be 
the first designated successor 
to topple from this lofty 
perch. As Mao himself has 
often remarked, ‘A 
revolutionary leader cannot 
be appointed by others, he 
emerges from struggle.’ ” 

Hua, 56, still faces his 
period of struggle. He is in the 
driver’s seat now but is also a 
sitting target for other 
ambitious leaders near the 
top. 

What next in China? Chang 
believes that a rereading of 
the issues and names of the 
protagonists involved in the 
cultural revolution that 
began in 1966 will give us the 
most important clues to the 
developing post-Mao struggle 
for leadership now going on in 
China.

A REVOLUTIONARY IDEA 


American history has 
joined modern technology 
in the recreation of key 
events in Boston during the 
Revolutionary War. 

A 20-foot in diameter 
topographical map of Bos¬ 
ton as it was in 1775 is a 
key feature in the 60th- 
floor observation area of the 
John Hancock Tower in 
Boston. 

Visitors can see frigates 
firing in Boston Harbor, the 
Boston Massacre, Paul Re- 
vere’s Ride, the Battle of 
Bunker Hill, the burning of. 
Charlestown and much more 
through a combination of an¬ 
imation, electronics, strobe 
lights, taped sound effects 
and fiber optics. Fiber op¬ 
tics consists of very fine flex¬ 
ible plastic rods bundled to¬ 
gether and covered. Light en¬ 
tering the bundle at one end 
bounces off the walls of each 
fiber to the opposite end 
where it spills out. 

Every aspect of the scale 
model of Boston was care¬ 
fully researched, and many 
of the 3,000 buildings are 
replicas of actual buildings 
in Boston at the time. The 
model also shows how Bos¬ 
ton developed over the past 
200 years. 

Other sights in the obser¬ 
vatory include City Flight, 
a filmed helicopter ride over 
the city. 

Photorama provides an 


overhead display of 110 
mounted color transparen¬ 
cies of New England scenes, 
while some of New England 
can also be seen out the 
window. 



The 790-foot-high obser¬ 
vatory offers, on a clear day, 
a view of the White Moun¬ 
tains 90 miles away in New 
Hampshire. 

Stationary “fun scopes” 
will be labeled and fixed on 
identified landmarks. Elec¬ 
trically operated high power 
telescopes will be strategic¬ 
ally located for close view¬ 
ing from the tallest tower in 
New England. 

In addition, tiers of seats 
will be positioned for opti¬ 
mum viewing while a short 
tape points out the his¬ 
torical spots to be seen.

We are hopeful that when this column goes to press the 1976 
session of the Legislature will be prorogued. Still remaining 
at this writing is the acceptance by the Senate of the Capital 
Outlay Budget. 

A conference committee report on the so-called “correc- 
tive”budget supplementing Fiscal 1977, workmen’s compen¬ 
sation, unemployment compensation, reform and judicial 
reform are among the few major remaining items before the 
Legislature. 

If one were to judge this session, they would find that a 
large measure of concern has been Fiscal 1977 budget re¬ 
quirements and the level funding program instituted by the 
Governor. In view of the fact that such drastic fiscal 
measures had to be taken in the first part of the legislative 
session in order to stabilize the Commonwealth’s credit 
rating on the open market, many corrective measures had to 
be taken up in this second half of the session to insure the 
closing of various loopholes which had been allowing money 
to be spent with or without authorization and to promote 
savings through attrition in state employment. 

Those of us who are opposed in the coming election have 
been dismayed at the length of the session but are now reliev¬ 
ed that we have a couple of weeks to campaign actively.

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GAS FROM TREES 

Could desert farmers 
solve the fuel 


crisis

Synthetic rubber is being made from 
petroleum, and gasoline comes from 
the same oil. Now a scientist has sug¬ 
gested the possibility of making 
gasoline from rubber trees. 

He is University of California chemist 
Melvin Calvin, who was awarded a 
Nobel Prize in 1961 for discovering the 
complex chemistry of photosynthesis, 
the process used by green plants to con¬ 
vert sunlight into carbohydrates. 

If his theories prove correct, fore¬ 
casts of a fuel famine could be proved 
wrong by the American farmer. 

As he explained his theory to a meet¬ 
ing of the American Chemical Society, 
Calvin envisions hydrocarbon farms 
stretching across the deserts of the 
Pacific Southwest and vast unfarmed 
areas of Northern California where 
climate would be suitable. Similar 
plantings would flourish, he said, in 
other countries that have tropical and 
temperate climates. 

Key to Calvin’s theory is the milky 
juice, called latex, that is produced by 
plants of the genus euphorbia. Best- 
known member of this family is the 
rubber tree, or hevea brasiliensis, but 
there are other latex producers includ¬ 
ing a variety of cactus-like shrubs. 

“Hevea,” Calvin explained, 
“produces hydrocarbon directly with 
an efficiency almost as great as that of 
sugarcane for making carbohydrate. 

“The rubber, however, has a high 
molecular weight which causes it to co¬ 
agulate and become solid. 

“If we could decipher that 
mechanism and control it so that we 
might create a smaller hydrocarbon 
molecule, we might be able to generate 
a gasoline tree,” he said. 

“If the molecular weight of hydro- 
carbon products from the hevea were 
as low as 50,000, instead of about one 


million, we might indeed develop a 
gasoline tree,” he said. 

This is where the climate of the 
Southwest comes in. Calvin said he is 
studying various euphorbia that have 
molecular weights that range below 
50,000. Among five of them are the 
shrub lathyrus, which grows well in 
Northern California, and the shrub 
tiruoalli, which thrives in the hot, arid 
climate of Southern California. He also 
is studying the possibilities in a type of 
milkweed. 

The milky substance these plants 
produce consists of an oily hydrocarbon 
suspended in water “in the same way 
that fat molecules are suspended in 
milk.” The emulsion, he said, is about 
two-thirds water and one-third hydro¬ 
carbon, and the water could easily be 
removed by physical or chemical 
means. 

Calvin is seeking funding that would 
enable him to begin planting experi¬ 
mental crops in Southern California 
near Los Angeles, San Diego or River¬ 
side. 

“Euphorbia,” he stressed, “is a 
hardy plant that can be grown in dry 
areas that are not suitable for food 
crops so that agriculturally productive 
land would not liave to be sacrificed.” 

He estimated a possible yield of 
“perhaps 25 barrels” of auto fuel per 
acre per year. 

Calvin, who received his doctorate in 
chemistry from the University of 
Minnesota in 1935, joined the staff of the 
University of California in 1937 after 
completing postdoctoral research at 
the University of Manchester in Eng¬ 
land. 

He began his research in the field of 
photosynthesis in 1946, using radio¬ 
active carbon as a tracer. 

His discoveries explaining the total 
process of photosynthesis, which 
brought him his Nobel Prize, have been 
described as “one of the outstanding 
achievements of modern science.”

David Drummond, a trans¬ 
planted Londoner who now 
makes his home in New York 
City, formerly a reluctant 
student of the culinary arts at 
the famed Cordon Bleu, and 
head chef at 18 at a presti¬ 
gious restaurant southeast of 
Ix)ndon, is now, at 31, a con¬ 
sulting food expert. He puts 
together those fabulous dis¬ 
plays of food for national 
magazine photos, among 
other things — and is on the 
road for a producer of cor¬ 
dials, touting a collection of 
liqueur-flavored ice creams 
of his own creation. 

And during his travels he 
shares the recipes for those 
frosty sweets. 

“There’s nothing like 
homemade ice cream,” he 
said. “Sure, you can buy 
some really good ice cream. 
But it’s not the same. It’s not 
fresh. It doesn’t have the air 
in it.” 

And because he considers 
the airiness vital to taste and 
texture of the finished prod¬ 
uct, Drummond strongly rec¬ 
ommends the use of an ice 
cream freezer, either manual 
or electric powered. 

He has included instruc¬ 
tions in his recipes for mak¬ 
ing the ice cream without us¬ 
ing an ice cream freezer, and 
says it will taste good done 
that way, but not as good. 

And regardless which 
method is used for freezing 
the mixtures, Drummond of¬ 
fers one more ground rule for 
success. Don’t alter the pro¬ 
portions. 

If a little of the liqueur is 
good, a lot is not better. 

“These ice creams should 
be light and subtly flavored. 
You want to be able to taste 
the cream and the eggs as 


well as the cordial.” 

BASIC ICE CREAM 
(Custard Base) 

4 tsps. unflavored gelatin 
l 2 cup boiling water 
1*2 cups half and half 
cup sugar 
Dash of salt 
4 eggs 

2 cups heavy cream 
Cordial Base 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling 
water. Scald the half and 
half, remove from heat; stir 
in sugar and salt. Beat eggs 
well and add to half and half 
mixture. 

Cook over low heat in dou¬ 
ble boiler, stirring constantly 
for 10 minutes or until cus¬ 
tard coats a wooden spoon. 
Remove from heat and cool. 
Add heavy cream and dis¬ 
solved gelatin. 

Pour into electric or hand- 
operated ice cream maker 
and follow manufacturer’s 
directions. When mixture has 
reached the consistency of ice 
cream (usually about 20 to 30 
minutes), add cordial base 
and stir until blended. Makes 
two quarts. 

NOTE: If not using ice 
cream maker, recipe can be 
made as follows: Whip heavy 
cream before adding. To 
harden, place in shallow con¬ 
tainer or ice cube trays in 
freezer. As the ice cream 
starts to harden, add cordial 
flavor base, stir until blended 
and place in the freezer again 
until set. 

Flavor base recipes follow. 

STRAWBERRY 

CHANTILLY 

3 /t cup creme de strawberry 
Juice of x k lime 

Mix and stir into ice cream 


FRENCH 

CHOCOLATE 

Vfe cup chocolate-coconut li¬ 
queur 

l h. cup creme de cacao, 
brown 

Vfe cup moist prunes, finely 
chopped 

Mix and stir into ice cream 
base as directed above. 

ESSENCE OF 
AMARETTO 

% cup amaretto 
Juice of 1 orange

Pralines: 

One-third cup blanched

Pralines: Brown almonds 
in oven. Put sugar and vanilla 
in a heavy pan and melt over 
medium heat until brown. 
Add almonds and mix to¬ 
gether. Pour into a greased 
baking tin and cool. Pound 
until fine. Mix with cordial 
and stir into ice cream base. 
Top ice cream with remain¬ 
ing pralines.

4 oz. Basic Ice Cream 
1 oz. creme de cacao, white 
1 oz. creme de strawberry 

Mix in blender at puree 
speed until smooth.
